KKOXVH.LK, Tone., Aug. 10.—Oldoltl- 


uens were reminded of war times when 
two companies of aoldlen started down 
thn principal street toward the Knox- 
villa A Ohio rallioad yards. At 3:45 
yuaterday aftornoon followed by 150 
citizens armed with Winchester rifles 
and double-barreled shotguns. They 
nnrrihod double quick and from the 
crowds on the sidewalks there arose 
cheer upon cheer. 


I.ndles who were out shopping and 


taken entirely by surprlne at the ap- 
pourance of this martini looking body 
of men, waved tholr dainty handkor- 
chlefH and smiled upon the undertak- 
ing 


HIicrllT Ilolloway and it half dozen 


di'|uiticft were busy the whole forenoon 
notifying citizens thnt they would be 
rxpocted to go to Coal Crook in the 
rvmit of nctunl hostilities in that dl- 
roetlon. 
Many of the \vealtliiost and 


numt Hiibstnntlnl citizens, weary of the 
ruifrn of lawlessness und anarchy, vol- 
unteered. It waH understood that if 
thulr M'rvlccH were needed the ularm 
would be Hounded from the courthouse 
tower 


An alarm was Hounded about 8 o'clock 


on ri'cclpt of the news of fighting at 
Coal Creek, und In fifteen minutcx 
nearly HOO men had assembled in the 
courthouse, whore all the arms obtain- 
able wore distributed. The citizens di- 
vided Into companies, one under com- 
mand of Maj. Carpenter, a brave sol- 
dier in the federal army and pension 
agent 
hero 
under 
Cleveland; 
the 


other 
was 
commanded 
by 
Capt. 


L. W. Lcdgcrwood, a well-known ox- 
soldier and democratic politician. The 
two companies wore composed of men 
of nil classes. The conf cderatc veteran 
marched side by side with a robust 
negro and capitalist am1, worklny man 
kept perfect time to the inspiration ol 
the moment 
The lino of march from 


the courthouses to the railroad yards, 
where a train of four coaches stood 
waiting covered more than a mile, 
lloforu the train started thousands ol 
people had gathered In the neighbor- 
hood anil a train of freight cars and 
overhead bridges, as well as vacant 
ground in the yards, were as one great 
sea of humanity. 


As the train pulled out cheer after 


cheer rent the air and as it was lost to 
night in the labyrinth of freight cars 
the cheery hussns continued. 


The minors at Coal Creek are In full 


control of the telegraph line and threats 
are made of using dynamite on trains. 
At 0 o'clock the train had not arrived 
at Coal Creek. 


A thousand people were gathered at 


the depot last night awaiting the ar- 
rival of Uen. CarneH' troops from Chat- 
tanooga. It was suggested that a force 
of volunteers be raised to go to the re- 
lief ot the clti/cns who started to Coal 
Creek yesterday aftornoon. 
The sug- 


gestion was taken up and the riot

The Knoxvllle Iron Co., lessees of the 


branch penitentiary at Coal Creek, 
have given the governor twenty days 
notice that they will give up the loose 
and turn the convicts over to thn state 
authorltes. This decision if laid bo- 
fore the minors would probably pn t an 
end to the whole trouble.

Oamp Anderson Captured toy the 
olen. 


KNOXVIM.K, Tenn., Aug. 18.—Cnmp 


Anderson is In the hands of the minors 
at last. Iiatcst reports which are re- 
liable, say that the battle at Camp An- 
deraon was commenced as early as 10 
o'clock 
this 
morning. 
For 
sev- 


eral hours 
firing 
was 
not 
gen- 


eral. About 9 o'clock the miners to the 
number of 1,000, made an organized as- 
sault on the fort, and were successfully 
repulsed. A second assaul t was easily 
repulsed. The third attempt resulted 
In a regular pitched battle, and the 
(ratling gun« got In their work, but to 
what extent Is not known. Several of 
th.5 assailants were wounded, and some 
of them were probably killed, but no 
on< know*for certain. 


Between the first and second assaults 


on the fort three miners were captured. 
They sent up a flag of truce to Capt 
Anderson to ask for release. He was 
expecting such a message and mat the 
men on equal grounds. He was seized 
by several of them and rushed down 
the hill and finally taken to one of the 
hotels In the 
village, where he la 


guarded by fiobert Lindsay, a deputy 
UnlUd States marshal, and a number 
of friends. They are holding him as a 
hostage, and will not agree to give him 
up until the troops and convicts are 
withdrawn from the valley. <• 


In the meantime, Hurt Lindsay, a 


desperate character and brother of the 
deputy marshal, la trying to organize 
a mob to lynch Anderson. The hotel 
Is surrounded by some 300 well-armed 


men. 


Another story 1» to the effect that 


Capt Anderson wan drunk and came 
outside of the fortification In a drunken 


manner and the boys picked him up 
without trouble. He has so far made 
no statement. H Is force of 130 men are 
still holding the fort, The men have 
been on short rations for three days. 
Every avenue 'of supply has been cut 
off. 
Flrlne Plainly Beard in tha Direction 


of Coal O»*k. 


KNOXVILLK, Tenn., Aug. IS, 8:40 r. 


M.—Communication has been restored 
as far as Clinton over the railroad 
wlrca The operator there wires that 
firing can plainly be heard In the di- 
rection of Coal Crook. It has been go- 
ing on incessantly since 3 o'clock. The 
noise of the gatling gun and mountain 
howitzer In possession of the minors 
can be heard very distinctly. 
Rumors 


have reached Clinton that the miners 
captured Fort Anderson, and also that 
they were soon repulsed. 


Two companies of infantry are march- 


ing to the railroad yards at double- 
quick, and o«fipeclal train will loavc In 
a few minutes. The first regiment will 
reach Coal Creek about B o'clock this 
evening on its way from Chattanooga. 
Clinton now reports that a number of 
miner have been killed and wounded, 
This cannot be relied upon, however. 
The city Is wild with excltemet.

MORE SOLDIERS FOB BUFFALO. 


Two New York and One Brooklyn Reg- 


iment Go to the Soene of Trouble. 


NEW Yonu, Aug. 20.—The departure 


of the twelfth and twenty-second regi- 
ments national guards of this city and 
the thirteenth regiment of Brooklyn 
for the sccno of the switchmen's strike 
occasioned considerable excitement yes- 
terday morning in nnd around the 
armories of the regiments and the rail- 
road station. Th«i two city regiments 
left for Buffalo over the Now York Cen- 
tral rood shortly before noon, and the 
thirteenth regiment of Brooklyn took 
cars on tho WestBnore road. Tho des- 
tination of the latter regiment was not 
given out. The two city regiments 
mustered about 1,000 men, and tho 
Drooklyn regiment about half as many 
The twelfth regiment was In command 
of Col. Herman Dowd, the twenty-sec- 
ond in command of Col King, and tho 
thirteenth regiment In command of 
Col. 
Austin. The men wore supplied 


with sixty rounds of ammunition.

is said the regiments will reach Buffalo 
abontmidnight 


Tho scene at tho flrand Central depot 


before tho two city regiments started 
was an animated one. Although a ma- 
jority failed to see anything serious in 
their orrand, nothing could convince 
their wives and sweethearts who had 
assembled In largo numbers, that there 
was no great danger ahead of them, 
and tears glistened In many eyes while 
farewells wero being spoken. 


8TIIL A MYSTERY. 


Conflicting Reports About tbe Firing1 


from a Train Upon the MUltla, 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., Aug. 20.—All was 


quiet hero yesterday, and but very few 
of the lockodoat men were to be seen 
upon the streets. A careful investiga- 
tion of Wednesday night's shooting at 
the railroad bridge has not yet entirely 
cleared tho mystery. The crow of the 
freight train from which the first shots 
were said to have come, swear posi- 
tively that there were no persons on 
the train aside from themselves; that 
the supposed shots were caused by the 
explosion of signal torpedoes placod 
upon the track by a shifting crow. 


Supt. Potter maintains that tho shots 


came from revolvers fired from between 
the freight cars; that a bullet struck 
right In the midst of a squad of militia- 
men who were doing picket duty along 
the river front. In all 125 shots were 
fired at the train by the soldiers, but 
fortunately no one was injured. 


Another detail of soldiers patroled 


the streets near the mill for two hours 
yesterday morning, but found nothing 
In the nature of a disturbance. An un- 
successful attempt was mode to assault 
Supt Potter Wednesday night while, he 
was sitting on his porch. Four men 
came along, and one threw a stone 
which struck the house and bounded 
back into the street.

Wild excitement prevailed in block 
X) on Prairie avenue last evening during 


the drizzling' rain which was falling for 


while. A sharp report like that ot a 
•ifle or large-sized revolver wae heard 
hortly alter four o'clock, and instantly 
inoke was seen to issue from the C. W. 
tattles tenement property, a two-story 
louse occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Billy 
Trowbridge. The first party to reach 
he house was Michael Cain, who was 
nbbing down a horse in the W. B. 
Jreeie barn. He supposed that there 
lad been an explosion of oil, and when 
le went in at the rear he found Mrs. 
Trowbridge, who Is naturally quite ner- 
vous, lying on the flour near the kitchen 
loor in an unconscious state. A servant 
employed by G. O. Kinsman assisted 
ting in carrying Mrs. T. into F. P. 
Slack's home, where she was subse- 
quently attended by Dr. Oatto. The fire 
department was called and soon the ave- 
nue, walks and yards were thronged 
with sight-seers, many of Deoatnr's 400 
manifesting as much curiosity and anx- 
iety as those who are counted ont ot the 
inner circle—because they can't keep up 
with the procession. 
The house was 


"smoking all over" wh&n the firemen got 
there, but it did not take thorn long to 
check the tew flames that were visible. 
The fire seemed confined to a trunk, 
which was promptly dumped into the 
yard. Windows and doors were opened 
and soon all ot the emoke hod disap- 
peared. 


The dwelling seemed to have been 


struck at the kitchen chimney. The 
stove pipe was down and part ot the 
kitchen utensils were shattered, although 
the stove was not damaged. Lightning 
tore the wainscoting c ft the eontb side ol 
the kitchen and literally ripped and split 


le boards. The studding was exposed 
a height ot tour teet. On the fast side 
the house the weather boarding was 


pped off and partly torn away. Inside 
le rooms everything looked as if a 
yolone had whirled through tbo house, 
ome of the carpets took fire and boles 
were burned at the edges and in the cen- 
er. The lightning went to the ground 
omewhere near the front room. Few 
people in the neighborhood saw the 
harp flash of lightning which preceded 
he explosion, but all heard the report. 
torn Hoskins saw the lightning. It 
•ightenod him, and he ran to hia mother, 


calling ont: "Did you see itV We will 
all be killed." 


At the time the lightning struck tbe 


louse Mrs. Trowbridge was. pouring gas- 
oline out ot a live-gallon receptacle in a 
pitoher. There were no mutches about, 
ant when she recovered consciousness 
she thought there had been an explosion 
of the oil. Investigation proved that the 
oil poured into the pitoher was still there, 
and that the cask waa nearly full. None 
had been wasted or ignited. Mrs.'I', by 
the shook was thrown part way into 
another room 


Billy Trowbridge, who is a driver for 


the Pacific Express company, hoard ot 
the fire down town, but us he bad been 
informed it w.is another man's house and 
as he waa unusually busy, -he did nol 
hurry home, until after he was told that 
he was the sufferer.

OTHEIl 8TOIUHS. 


Lightning was the generally accepted 


oonee ot the explosion and Hre at the 
ime of the racket, but since then tbeot- 
ets and gossips have been fruitful in 
speculation. It is considered strange 
hat fire should have appeared in every 
room in the house, and that everything 
n the rooms should have been pulled out 
of place und scattered about indiscrimi- 
nately. Mr. Trowbridge cannot account 
for the explosion. He could not discover 
last evening any place where lightning 
entered the house, lie snys there was 
no dynamite or other explosive in the 
house. The house waa visited by bund- 
reds of people last evening and to-day. 
Many shook their heads and came away 
puzzled and mystified. 


An effort was mode last evening to 


prevent Mrs. .Trowbridge going to the 
houaetoview the wreck but she suc- 
ceeded in getting out of the Black resi- 
dence and taking a look for herself.
